T he Somerset Car¬ 
nivals are highly 
regarded as the 
largest illuminated 
procession in the 
world.

Bridgwater, Burnham- 
on-Sea, Glastonbury, 
North Petherton, 
Shepton Mallet, Wells, 
and Weston-Super- 
Mare. There are also 
other smaller carnivals 
in Somerset, all of 
these can be found on 
the events page. 

The carnivals are one 


of the most spectacu¬ 
lar events in Somerset 
today. Bridgwater car¬ 
nival regularly attracts 
crowds of 150,000. 

The carnival carts are 
designed and built by 
dedicated carnival 
clubs around the West 
Country. These clubs 
have many members 
who raise money 
throughout the year, 
and work relentlessly 
to achieve the spec¬ 
tacular carnival en¬ 
tries. Carts take part in 
the carnival parade 
along with many 


other entries. The illu¬ 
minated carts can be 
up to 100ft in length, 
16ft high, and lift 
wide, and some can 
have up to 30,000 
light bulbs.

Venice, in particular the 
colourful regatta. Taking 
reference from sketches 
and photographs made on 
location, his vibrant work 
has a skillful depth of 
field. Mr Barrett said he 
had exhibited before in 
the Victoria Hall and in 
other counties, and de¬ 
scribed the hanging space 
in the museum as ideal for 
a small exhibition. 

Although he has painted 
since going to art school 
in the early sixties, Mike 
Wilkins has never exhib¬ 
ited before, only selling 
his work through friends. 
His son Danny, who lives 
in Crewkerne knew Mr 
Barrett and introduced his 
father. The two artists re¬ 
alised their paintings 
could complement each 
other so decided to take 
up the offer to show at the 
museum and help encour¬ 
age more visitors through 
the door. 

Mr Wilkins influence is 
mainly water and his ex¬ 
hibits included seascapes 
and landscapes in 
acrylics, oils and water¬ 
colour.

Youth club grants 

GRANTS have been made by Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil to local youth clubs, with the first half of £76,000 
to support youth groups during 2010/11 being de¬ 
cided by young people sitting on the Somerset 
branch of the UK Youth Parliament Advisory Group. 
The remaining £38,000 will be awarded next year. 

Somerset County Council's Cabinet Member for Chil¬ 
dren and Young People, councillor John Osman, said: 
"It's heartening to see new and existing clubs able to 
operate thanks to these grants. The Somerset mem¬ 
bers of the Youth Parliament Advisory Group have 
done brilliantly allocating the money and I'm pleased 
there will be another round of grants early next year." 

In South Somerset, grants were given to the lie 
Youth Centre in llminster, South Petherton Youth Club 
and West One Youth Club in Crewkerne to support the 
work of Active Learning and Skills, a community inter¬ 
est company which is supporting young people to 
volunteer in their own youth clubs. Caryford received 
funding for a youth worker, as did Langport and Huish 
Episcopi Youth Club. Chilthorne Domer and llton 
youth clubs both received grants for equipment, 
whilst Martock received funding to support its sum¬ 
mer activities and to help pay for secondary double 
glazing. 

Community groups were invited to apply for up to 
£5,000 in June to start or sustain youth clubs and 
drop-ins. 

Sam Foulder-Hughes, Member of the Youth Parlia¬ 
ment for South Somerset, said:"It was really interest¬ 
ing to hear about the huge amount of voluntary effort 
everyone is putting in. Unfortunately, we had to stick 
to essentials and couldn't grant every application."

Impressive opening day for promoted Chard

CHARD 46pts, GORDON LEAGUE 8pts 

IT was good to start the season at Chard, having 
ended the last one there. They would have ap¬ 
proached this, their first in the Western Counties 
(North) Division, with some fear and trembling, 
not really knowing what to expect and what 
would be asked of them, both collectively and in¬ 
dividually. 



Having lost the toss, they kicked off on a very 
firm pitch that had a gusting wind blowing 
mainly across it, and prospered from the first 
minute, regaining possession from the drop out 
and winning a penalty as the visitors infringed. 

Although Nicholls 1 penalty goal attempt was 
foiled by the breeze, his side went on to have the 
better of the first quarter, and came scoring on 
one or two occasions before handling errors 
brought their attacks to nought.

The 
scoring move began rather untidily before quick 
hands in their midfield created an overlap. 
Winger Boyd then showed his number to the 
cover and got in at the corner. Nicholls added the 
extras with an excellent kick from out wide and 
the home side were 10-3 ahead at the break. 

At this stage nothing was resolved and, al¬ 
though Chard were ahead, their opponents 
would have the advantage of both the slight 
slope and the crosswind in the second period 
and, with the turnover possession they were win¬ 
ning, would certainly prove a threat in the second 
period. 

In fact Gordon League started the brighter in 
the second-half, winning a penalty on the home 
twenty two, only to pull the place kick wide. 


Chard went back upheld however, won a 
penalty and kicked the award to the corner.Their 
first threat from the lineout came to nought but 
they retained possession and, after an inter¬ 
change of passes in midfield, the pass found lock 
Parsons in space and he crashed over near the 
posts. Nicholls conversion from in front was ac¬ 
curate to make the score 17-3. 

This marked the beginning of a home "purple 
patch".The visitors' restart kick went straight into 
touch and, from the scrum back, Chard won pos¬ 
session and worked a move through their back 
row. An inside pass found number eight Wagstaff 
in space and he picked up his knees and galloped 
to the posts from near halfway. Nicholls duly 
goaled the try and, at 24-3 ahead, Chard were 
away and clear. 

The home side were rampant now and, with 
some 20 minutes left, their pack pushed the Gor¬ 
don League eight back at a rate of knots at a five 
yard scrum and Wagstaff picked up at the base 
and touched down. 

The try remained unconverted and the game 
reverted to uncontested scrums thereafter at the 
visitors' request, but home dominance contin¬ 
ued. Chard then made a telling break in midfield 
and, although checked, recycled possession for 
one of their wide runners to get over. 

Another try followed in short order, for the 
restart kick again went straight out once more 
and, from the scrum back Chard spread the ball 
wide to Boyd on the right. He was shown the out¬ 
side channel, took it with alacrity, rounded the 
cover and ran to the posts. Again the extras were 
added and, at 41 -3 ahead, Chard were now out of 
sight withl 5 minutes left. 

The game was tending to deteriorate as games 
with uncontested scrums tend to do, and Gordon 
League, who had not stopped competing, took 
advantage of some sloppy home tackling, and 
got over for an unconverted try. 

The game was over as a contest by this time 
and, with a few minutes left, the home side had 


the final say, and scored a try through Parsons, 
who was up to take an inside pass from Wagstaff 
and cross out wide. 

This was the game's final score as the whistle 
for no side sounded soon after, leaving the home 
side well satisfied with their afternoon's work 

Chard should be satisfied with this result 
against a side that ended last season in the divi¬ 
sion's mid table. 

After a rather frenetic first period, they settled 
and put their opponents away in most efficient 
fashion. They will realise of course that there is 
work to do, namely in the area of the breakdown 
and the retention of possession. 

Gordon League, although ending the day well 
beaten, taught them a lesson in turning over pos¬ 
session, and work needs to be done on this as¬ 
pect.

^^How long did you play rugby for? 

//A I started at the age of 13 at the Humphrey Davy 
/r^AGrammar School in Penzance, went up through the 
age groups, gaining a county cap at under 15 level. I 
played a few games for the Penzance & Newlyn Club 
before undergoing national service, then came back 
and played there for four more years before my work 
moved me to Bristol. After a very brief flirtation with the 
Bristol club I settled into the then Bristol Combination, 
playing for Chipping Sodbury, before moving to north 
Devon and turning out for South Molton until a nasty 
ankle injury curtailed my playing days to some 20 years. 


^^Do any games stick in your memory? 

AA It was always good to beat Redruth at Hell Fire Cor- 
Ln\ ner. It didn't happen often but we certainly enjoyed 
it when we managed to do so. 

Q Name the best three players you played along¬ 
side and why? 

A/A Far ahead was Brian "Stack" Stevens. He joined the 
ArvABritish Lions on their winning tour of New Zealand 
in 1971, rubbing shoulders with Edwards, Barrie John, 
Michael Gibson and the like. He was an exceptional 
scrummager and very mobile for a prop of his day as 
his 25 international caps signified. Then there was 
Mickey Booth, the Gloucester scrum half, in many peo¬ 
ples' opinion the best scrum half never to have won an 
international cap. The late Roger Pascoe of the Pirates 
was considered too small by county selectors but he 
was elusiveness personified. (I was talking to Reverend 
Keith Vivian in Lyme Regis and he mentioned that the 
last game he had played in Cornwall was against the 
touring Springboks in 1953.1 informed him that as a 
member of the Humphrey Davy School under-15 XV I 
was given the afternoon off to watch that game. He was 
not a bad player either!) 


Q And the best three players you've seen on local 
grounds as a reporter?? 

M Alex Bralsford of Honiton certainly springs to 
ZrAmind. He had the ability to do most things well, 
could play in any position and had he wished, could 
certainly have played at a higher level. Andy Matchett 
was coming to the end of his career when I first saw him 
at Sidmouth but he was impressive, especially in the 
area of broken field running, and must have been a 
tremendous player at his peak. I would certainly men¬ 
tion Nathan Hannay who, after starting his senior ca¬ 
reer with Honiton, spent a season at Sidmouth and is 
now playing in the National Leagues with Jersey.
